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A. E. F. IN TUNISIA 
The folks at home have been worrying about our 
men in Tunisia. 
From such scanty news as we had 
received, a disappointing inference had begun to build 
itself, that American forces were not measuring up to 
the occasion- that time after time our men were being 
saved from military setbacks because the British c a r rie d 


the burden. 
There was in this no implication of lack ct courage 
or devotion. But laymen—and a lot of military people 
have been worrying lest the Americans just did not 
possess the necessary training for the task that had been 
handed them. 
It this was true of the early contingt lits 
in A f r ic a — presumably the best prepared—we wondered 
what would happen in Europe win ii even greener troops 
had to face the flower of the Reich s veteian tignteis. 
Secretary of War Stimson, with a perspicacity which 
emphasizes the wisdom of letting the public in on war 
news, has gone far toward setting our minds at rest. 
The Americans did not plough through to the coast 
and “close the trap" on R o m m e l, says Mr. Stimson, be­ 
cause that was not their assignment. A relatively small 
contingent for four divisions 
three infantry and one 
armored—was ordered to hold a 100-mile flank, pressing 
the Germans sufficiently to divert as much Axis armor 
as they could, so that General Montgomery's British 
Eighth Army could plow through 'he M r* th Line and 
up the coast. 
It is the tr o o p s who break through and capture ter­ 
ritory, material and prisoners, to v is rn th - headlines go. 
But like the halfback who makes iii 
touchdowns, their 
success depends upon the self-effacing co-ordinated ef­ 
forts of linemen and of other backs whom nobody except 
a few skilled experts ever notice. 
The Italians are frank, for one 
when they say that 
the British Eighth Army is the greatest lighting unit 
in the world today. 
It and the British First Army 
deserve all the credit they have been given tor their 
work in North Africa. 
If General Eisenhower decided to us>' his best, most 
experienced men for the break-through, and to assign 
greener troops for the equally vital but technical less 
difficult holding operations, then he was showing ex­ 
cellent judgment. 
Our men are less veteran than the British, for one 
reason, because England was in the war mon than two 
years before we were. 
If the Fates are kind, our men 
never will have time to acquire as long experience in 
this war as the British have already. 
But we needn’t 
worry about them. 
They will do what is given them 
to do.

One 
of 
the 
really good things about the 
motion picture industry is its de­ 
votion to the liver; of great men 
who have gone before us. Just r e ­ 
call how painlessly you learned 
about Emile Zola, for instance. 
Now you’re going to learn about 
Reginald Joseph Mitchell, who as 
history goes is pretty obscure, but 
who as the inventor cf the famous 
Spitfire warplane deserves a grc.i 
deal of attention. The man who 
portrays Mitchell on the screen ;s 
Leslie Howard, a amice reported­ 
ly pleasing to the widow of the 
British 
aircraft engineer, since 
“Reg’’ in his lifetime was shy and 
retiring, the sort of demeanor you 
exD'-ct from Howard. 
Mitchell died Tune 12. 1937. at 
the age of 42, and The New Yorl: 
Times said in his obituary: 
“He gave his name to no com­ 
pany or aircraft, yet lie designed 
a military airplane believed to be 
the fastest in the world and now 1 
being produced in great quanti­ 
ties for the Royal Air Force. Its 
performance i.s a well-kept se­ 
cret.”

ITCHELL’S story, traced in 
the film “Spitfire,” begins at 
the turn of the century in the 
British town of Stoke-on-Trent. 
The son of a printer, he showed 
such an early interest in science 
and mechanics that his first job of 
importance was in a locomotive 
shop. 
During World War I Mitchell 
worked on airplane engines at the 


Vickers Superm arine factory, and 
made such progress that in LJ-u 
he was chief engineer and de­ 
signer for the company. In tile 
post-w ar 
period, 
Mitchell 
de­ 
signed a radical monoplane which 
incorporated steel tubing and a 
high bullet-like fuselage. 
' 
That September a world ^en­ 
plane record of 226 miles per hour 
was established with the plane. 
Although it crashed later in the 
United States because of a wing 
flutter. Mitchell already was at 
work on an pll-mctal successor. 
It was in this machine in which 
Flight Lieutenant d’Arcy Grieg 
reached a speed of 319 miles an 
hour, in 1927.• 
• 
* 
first actual Spitfire was 
- flown in 1936. Seven years ago. 
mind you, yet it had a speed of 
346. Mitchell calmly accepted the 
news that the Germans had pro­ 
duced 
a 
M esserschmitt 
which 
could do 379 miles an hour, be­ 
cause he knew he had the right 
basic idea and that developments 
could come later. The tragedy o. 
his life was that he did not live 
to see an RAF pilot step into one 
of today’s Spitfires and fly away 
to challenge a M esserschmitt. 
Mitchell became ill from over­ 
work and was told he was living 
on borrowed time. He refused to 
rest, and when he did go to a 
Vienna clinic it was too late. 
The film, incidentally, is billed 
as a Leslie Howard production 
Howard also was the director. In 
the cast is David Niven, one of the 
first film actors to go to war. He 
went before the cameras while 
on leave, still being in active ser­ 
vice.

The accident illustrated hero Is 
an actual occurrence and is typical 
of a large volume of those that 
often result in tragedies. 


A freight train was approaching 
a crossing in a small city. As the 
train neared the main thorough­ 
fare, an automobile carrying three 
young men approached the cross­ 
ing, speeded up and dashed by the 
warning bells and flashing light 
signals in an attempt to beat the 
train over the crossing. They lost 
the race. Two of them loat their 
lives and the other was critically 
injured, 
They gambled and lost. 
Aa the train was brought to a 
stop, the engineer climbed down 
out of his cab and, reporting to the 
police authorities, said: “I've got 
41 cars of war explosives behind 
me. I couldn’t put on the brakes 
fast because I was afraid I would 
set it off.”
